But why did a company of 
men allow themselves to be driven out by 
one? Why did they not take a whip and 
drive him out who dared to interfere with 
them? Surely the answer is not far to 
Seek.

The day rests among the loftiest stars, 
The few in every age improve the many, 
so while the world lasts the sun will guild 


weighly burdens laid upon his straight mili- 
tary shoulders. 

If his natural inheritance has not been 
the most fortunate, so much the more need 
of humane consideration, but there seems 
little to denote this. He has at least aver- 
age good looks, though grave for so young 
a man, a nice wife and lovely children, not 
ill-begotten, which is certainly in his favor, 
is at the head of a powerful nation; war- 
like it may be, because central to other 
warlike powers, who would undoubtedly 
devour it piecemeal, if possible, in lieu of 
getting at it any other way. 

As grandson of a warlike but upright 
grandsire, what more natural or oftener to 
be seen, than that such inheritance should 
descend to him rather than direct to the 
sire Frederick III. Though accused of 
arbitrariness, he is not the first man, nor 
the only one of that make-up. It may 
well be that in the rather unnatural mixt- 
ure of races, some cloud hung over 
his birth, some unpropitious star swayed 
his temperament. No one but his 
patient, all-enduring mother may under- 
stand this secret, doubtless well kept for 
the good of allconcerned. But that cloud 
may pass away, verifying the proverb, 
“That a bad beginning has a good end- 
ing.” 

The constellation whose fiercest, bright- 
est star beamed at his nativity, may, by 
this be taking its place in some distant por- 
tion of the heavens, where it more pro- 
perly belongs in less than a life time. What 
more natural than that he should seek to 
couciliate the great powers of Europe? It 
is difficult to perceive the junketing, the 
jollification, or the pomposity of his recent 
visits to these powers. Ratber it would 
seem the most sensible way of mourning 
his father, to be about the business that 
father so early left him todo. The coun- 
cils and necessities of nations, like those 
of households, cannot be well understood 
by outsiders, neither can the young man 
be held responsible for the existing rela- 
tions with England and France. These 
are among the untoward conditions of his 
inheritance, a part of the dark cloud, a 
portion of the fierce beams of his ruling 
star. Blame him not, that he should de- 
cline to visit where he would be coldly re- 
ceived, or stealthily poinarded. His reply 
to the Pope would cover a multitude of 
shortcomings; whatever term may be used 
to imply that, despite the crown upon his 
youthful brow. 

Kaiser Wilhelm II may be just as fallible, 
human as any intelligent commoner of his 
realm. We know this to be true, whether 
his loyal subjects believe it or not; possi- 
bly it is a realizing sense of all this that 
causes his natural gravity to merge into 
moroseness, understanding that there must 
be no fooling in state matters, and no false 
moves on the political board either. Yet 
if he should make a mistake, do not let us 
cry out weakly and woman-like, ‘‘I told 
you so.” Which of the two is the most 
commendable he or his uncle Albert Ed- 
ward? The latter, it would seem has been 
all his life doing the'‘‘ Junketing and Jolli- 
fication Act,” none the more excusable be- 
cause of being a brother Englishman, and 
belonging to the ‘‘ mother country.” 

The young Emperor, if not genial, so- 
cial, a spendthrift, or popular with general 
society at the Capitol or elsewhere, evi- 
dently has the prosperity of the nation at 
heart; therefore insensible, it may be, to 
the allurements of the world at large, that 
being frequently the result of a deep feel- 
ing of responsibility, conpled with a sense 
of duty, quoted ‘‘ as worthy of Bismarck.” 
He certainly showed courage and dignity 
in his reply to Leo III, who expressed the 
desire of regaining temporal power, evi- 
dently expecting to influence the youth 
before him, as he would not have hoped, 
to an older crowned head, as to the neces- 
sity of joining him in that forlorm hope. 
Yet with the wisdom of an old head upon 
young shoulders, brave Wilhelm replies, 
**Tt would be more to the Pope’s advant- 
age to unite with those who represent the 
principles of order and social conserva- 
tion, and thereby to better secure the 
peace of the world.” 

Now this does not sound warlike at all, 
and should endear him to the hearts of all 
peace-loving, freedom-seeking people. We 
will not forget it of him. Who knows but 
that with his accession to the throne of his 
beloved Father-land, there has been an in- 
flux of correspondingly exalted desires and 

spirations? Let us all make him believe 
it whether or no, willy-nilly, for nothing is
